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I think one of the biggest proWems one has to fece in being a UFO 
Investigator or belíever, is one of depresslon. 

You are mady enthusiastic to start wtth; Ihere are so many books to 
read which flre the Imagination and desptte the general dlslnterest, you 
know of course that there’s something THERE, and oome what may, 
fhe determination to flnd out about this intemationaf mystery; thls 
fasdneting field of exptoration; tWs strangest of all strangenesses tn 
our tlves, wfll support your Interest untll death do you part! 

And the weirdest manifestatton of all Is that always, even at your 
lowest ebb, when everything seems to be against you, even your 
thoughts and soiuttons to thsm, SOMETHING happens to start the 
adrenalin pumping agdn! 

There was a time in my liíe when t was asked to appear on TV or 
radlo on a regular basls. Every new case, even the most Insignfflcant 
oneof a bríght light traveiling at speed across our skies (a meteorite, 
of course!) would gíve rise to endless phone calls and exdted 
witneeses from all over the land. There woukJ be an instant revival of 
tnterest in UFOs; l'd be asked for comments from the press, from the 
radio and certainSy inwtations to speaR at three or four different 
organizatlons. 

One coUld almost smsl! the nervous antldpatlon of heartng all about 
it. Questions were numerous and the room at interval was like a 
British pub jusí afier they calted Time!' 

In those days i was choossy about my speddng engagements. I 
always fsit the sehools at the uppsr levels wers a brsedlng ground fctr 
new UFO enthusiasm and never refused an inwtation to address their 
Sdence Clubs or the Upper Sbdh (17 year oids). I then found that 
often 12 and 13 year olds wouid creep in and I had to choose my 
words and revelatlons more carefully. Nonetheless, I stlll received 
agítated phone calls from parents: ’Since listening to you, Mary won't 
sieep without a rdght light on', or 'I donl know what you told our 
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Chantal, but «he never goe« upetairs after dark anymore.' 

I quiddy crossed these schoots cift my llst and refused to speak to 
them agaín unless they speciflcolly ©xcluded juniors from the tafks. 
Now, they doni even ask. 

There were tlmes |n the past when I wrote artldes for top level 
newspapers in southem Afríca. I still wríle arlldes and have them 
aocepted all over the world so it isni the quallty that has deteríorated. 

One of the largest rtewspaper groupe In thls part of Africa was explidt: 
'lt is no longer our policy to publish stories about UFOs.* But they had 
lied to me: t have seen two tongue-in-cheek, denigrating, bitter pieces 
wrítten recentiy, mostty about a woman abductee who hae been 
spoofed by nearty every publicatlon In southem Africa. They dld an 
even better job! As though this was the epitome of UFO reporting, the 
only result of all the serious investigations over the past 45 or so 
years. 

A magazìne with a íarge drculation, wrote back to me: 'Your artide 
was extremely inleresting, but the dedslon not to prínt Is not mlne (H 
wae the Feature Editor's handwriting). Our policy is not to do anything 
about UFOs. So sorry.' 

There is one tabloid type of magazine that has kept up wifh UFO 
reporting and I regrriariy see headlines of ’My Space Aiíen-bab/, or 
*We Are Being Atlacked from Mars', and artides of that genre. 

I have never been particularfy keen to go on women’s racfio 
programmes, even on the natlonal radb; it meant fhe appeal for stories 
reached mostly housewives who were too afraid to teil. A much wider 
llstenershlp was requlred to get at the nitty-grltty of ths be«4 cases. 

I recall a time when a 5-mlnute ínterview would appear Immediateiy 
before the eariy moming news, or in the analysis of worid reports. Ah, 
those days are now long gone! 
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I had been asked, over the years, to always tet the Head of Women’s 
Radio Programmes in one City know when I was in town. For the first 
time this year they wrote back, 'Sony, but you had eome exposure a 
few months ago on commendal radio; we feei that however popular 
that programme might have been, general interest i$ lacking.’ 

Of course, I still trave) around the various countries accesslble to me 
and lecturee are attended by the 'oid faithfuls' and the numbers are still 
reasonably large. But gone are the days of havlng to dose the doors 
because there was no seating ieft, 

The dedicated ones are there, but what has happened to the new 
converts: the youth who have to take over from the dder, experienced 
ones who have so much to teach them? It is like a cry in the dark for 
we need more than Just the faithful. 

And what has happened to all those exdtíng UFO storíes? Like Betty 
Hiil, Pascagoula, Travis Walton, and even the controversiai Guíf 
Breeze. Perhaps It Is that the publíc need the sensationalism of the 
'great UFO stories' and not the analyses of the experts and the die- 
hards who plod on with the more prosaic material to try and flnd out 
whot it is all about. 

Is it because the recession has cut too deeply and peopb's minds are 
more occupied with paying the rent and findìng enough food, and 
stayfng in their jobs? Or is it because we are giving them the same 
oid stories, over and over again, and the public has just become too 
biasé fo care? 

This Is somethlng that each one of us, dedicated to the UFO enlgma, 
wlll have to think about very seríously indeedl 
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Me (to Alien just tanded):Tel! me, do ail eliena heve those 
mtennae on their heads? 

Men: No, onty those who live on Wnwnke. 

Me : And io you all have green skin, slanting eyea without 
pupils and tiny, tNn lips? 

Afíen: No, onty those who live on Wmzmke. 

Me ; and do all those who live on Wmzmke have gold 
medallions around their necks? 

Afíen ; No, oníy the Caihollcs. 


ABDUCT10N9IN AFRICA 

GAMIDA Case N° 46 

(An Addition to her Siory in UFO AFRINEWS 7.) 

In 1967,Gamida was having some weird experiences wilh two different 
forces, one of which she felt was evil and the other good. She also 
thought thet she wes hallucinating and therefore cfid not dare mentton 
thls to anyone untit she heard me [Ed.] speak on Radio 702 in 
Johannesburg, South Africa, where I mentioned Davíd Jacobs* book, 
SECRET LIFE. 

Gamida says: 'What happened was that in the earty hours of the 
moming I would feel vìbratíons and then go into an hypnotic stato. In 
this dream-like state I could feel peopie stonding beside me and they 
would either be touching me on my face or kissing my forehead or be 
busy with my mouth. I’d be screaming, swearing, cursing and fighting, 
but no sound ever came out, neither coutd my llmbs move. I became 
too scared to go to sleep and too frightened to remeàn awake. I left my 
bedroom light and radio on; but It didnt help. I was repeatedly raped. 
Although I felt it, I never saw anyone. In desperation I went to some 
splrìtuallsts and they tdd me it was witchcraft and soon after gdng to 
them, the raping stopped. 


’On one occasion they examined my face. They opened my jaw so 
wide it affected my jaw-bone near to my ear. I now have a click in my 
jaw and have had medical attention for this although I dld not teil the 
doctor how it occurred. 

’During these first encounters, something was inserted ìn my ear. 
They aJso checked out my teeth (I have a few fillings and one bridge). 
Another time they were busy with my right ear again. They opened it 
very wide, much wider than the space of an ear-opening. I was dazed 
by tNs and kept checking my ear to see if they had stretched it. 

These days, when they oome near, all I hear is a buzzing near my 
face. 

‘One moming as I came out of the shower, I stood In front of the mirror 
naked and feit somettvng like a bird fluttering in my chest. I could 
vfsibfy see the fluttering in the mìrror. Shortly after that I had a 
lumpectomy. 

After fhe operation I was tofd that it was neither benign nor malignant 
and it puzzled my spedallst as he had never seen anythlng like it 
before. 

‘My East experience was on the 27* October 1991 and l arn no longer 
belng raped’ 

I asked Oamida if she feit she had gained anything from the 
experiences or been disturbed by them. 

‘Welì, if if makes peopie more aware, more open-mlnded and less 
judgemental, then It can only help, Winning and scoring points has 
never been my aim. i have a need for truth to prevail. Whatever 
happens, I wish to remain anonymous, always/ 
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COMMENTS: 


H se«ms Ihat Gamida's experiences are on-goirtg. I have not heard 
from her recently, nor met up with her as she wants to remaín totatfy 
arvonymous - for the tíme being. I know better than to ‘push' a case 
tike this where a great deal of sensitivity is required, but I feel sure that 
Gamida wìll eventually see me where we oan dlscuss this whoie matter 
on a personal basis. It might be a tong wait, but in the end, I feel it will 
serve a purpose. 


SOUTH AFRICAN ABDUCTION IN 1988 - Case N° 50. 

Johannesburg, South Africa 

Towards.the beginning of 1992 there was an ínterview on M-Net with 
two ladies from Johannesburg who had allegedly been abducted. Tho 
inierview was haphazardty conducted and unforlunately, by someone 
who had no, or very little, knowledge of UFOs. Thís ensured that he 
compietely misced the importance of the event. Their sfory was 
glossed over too quickly and the questions were neither selective nor 
revealing, so that the true slgntflcance of the case was completely lost. 

Fortunately, a friend of mine who has a $atellite-TV rocerving South 
African M-Net programmes, informed me that there was io be a UFO 
programme, and i was able lo view the segment at her house. I 
immediately got In touch with Kenny McKlnnon (SAUFORA) in 
Jcrfvannesburg and he managed to find out who the two ladies were 
and where they lived. 

AsaresuK of this I have been abie (o interview them on three separate 
occasions and spoke wifh them at a meeting I hekl in Johannesbung 
in December 1992. 

The case Is by no means comptete, nor have I obtalned all the 
information I require. Neither of the women has been hypnotized 
whlch ìs an added incentrve to the revelation of what might have taken 
place on board the ’alien 1 craft. So for the time being, I am going to 


give you only a brief outiine of what happened to therrt and the detaits 
- whrch are surprisingly dose to those of abductees in the United 
States who have been dealí wifh by Prof. Davfd Jacobs and Budd 
Hopkins - wii! come later. 

I left for USA and Britain in Jurve of this year (1993) and had meetings 
wtth some crf the top ufologlsts (personal frtends of mlne) conceming 
this case. Onoe the details have been entered into computere deaiing 
with abductlons, I will have a better idea of how to assess thls ease. 
It is certainly the best abduction I have had in southem Africa. The 
two women were not actively involved wlth UFOs prior to their 
experience, nor had they read any UFO literature. South Africa is poor 
in UFO materia! and they would only have been able to obtain such 
books in seiective bookstores and some libraries. 

When they had their ©xpwfence, on 19^ July, 1988, they did not know 
to whom they could tum. They were vtrtuaily rejected by the 
Witwatersrand Ptanetarium in Johannesburg, and it was only two years 
later that the daughter was put in touch with Etizabeth Klarer as belng 
a sympathetic and interested pereon. Orwe they managod to meet up 
with Elizabeth, sh© introduced them to the South Afrlcan UFO 
Research Socioty, under the chairmanship of George Drake and 
through this organizatíon, their case was revealed to members. As a 
result of thís, they were approached by M-Net Television. 

Briefly, on the raght in question, the two women had been woridng 
together until 03:30 in the moming. The daughter, Debra, is a grapWc 
artist and had some urgent work to do fòr a SABC íeievislon 
commercial. 

She woriced wtth her husband and molher, Pat. But just before 03:30, 
Pat comptained that she was too tired to woric any longer and wanted 
Debra to take her home. Thls Debra did, drivlng the short distanoe 
from her home to her mother's house, in about 7 minutes. As they 
approached the house, Pat could see a ilght behind fhem and thought 
af firet it was anether car, Debra was a bit worried as night traveiiing 
for women on their own 1$ never a safe practioe - anywhere! But 
when she looked she eaw the brightness of the light suddenly 
swesping towards them and then it ovsrwhelmed the car. She saw her 
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mother lock th© car doors and she puí her head on her arms on the 
steering wheel. 

From thìs point on, their experisnoe is weird and bizarr©. They recall 
befng taken on board a 'craft' by a wcman and a man. They passed 
through a white mist and into a circular room which containéd, in the 
oentre, an ©xamination table about one metre off the ground. 

They were ptaced on this but Rat had difftculty in getting up, not being 
very tall, and she was helped by one of the aiiens who put hls hand in 
her back, and she floated up. Oebra was in a dazed condition but cfld 
everything willingiy, whilst Pat was rnore hesifant, more profective of 
her daughter. 

They wera both X-rayed and then had a strange examinatlon. This 
consisted of a knitting-needte-like instrument being puehed into them 
just beneath the breast-bone and blood sampfes for DNA, RISIA and 
other tesfs being faken. Th© interesting fact about this instrument was 
that it was broadiy drcutar at the top, fìtted wlth smail glass/plastic 
pNals. 

Each time a differsnt lest was ìakert, the woman handiing it tumed it 
to a new phiai and obviously it was controlied in such a way that oniy 
the blood affectìng that particular test was taken into the phial. 

For those who are not aware of the Bamey/Beiíy Hill case In New 
Hampshire, USA, these two peopie were abduded on board an alien 
craft in September, 1961. Betty was subjected to several lests, one of 
which was that a long needle was inseríed in her navel and she was 
told this was a pregnancy test. When the needle was first inserted, 
Betty cried ouf as it was painful and fhe man performing the test, 
immediateiy piaced his hand on her forehead, which left hsr feeiing 
caim and totafty relaxed. (THE Ih'TERRUPTED JOURNEY, by John 
Fufler) 


Hitl csroe nor had they read the book , and I believe them, although I 
feel that they might have leamt of it siibsequently. But their reactions 
In the telling of the story did not pointedty show that they were lying; 
in fact, Pat mentioned how distressed she was when Debra called out. 
It was for thls reason that she herself did not want to take the test. 

Howsver, che dkl eventually allow H because of sometNng the woman 
said to her. 

The main woman invotved had already tokJ them that her name was 
Meteelah (or stmllaQ. They found H dtfftcult to understand her and she 
repeated her name two or three times before they could remember it. 
She also toid them that she was the Commander of the craft. Her 
vofoe was hígh-pítched and rather sing-song, but she spoke perfect 
Engttsh. She totd them that the various crew members wsre 
deeignated by the cdour of the cottar they wore; here was purpte and 
that showed her posilion as Commander. 

Both Pal and Debra commented on how beautfful Meteelah was. Stia 
was smail and seemed perfoctly formed. She had no hair on her 
haad, but Pat polnted out that her head was llke thal of a new-bom 
baby and she had (flfficulty ìn refraiNng from toucNng her there. 

At one point they realise they are in the air, ae the Commander 
alfowed fhem to look through the wfodows of the eraft, and they saw 
Johamesburg bekw them as wefl as one of the Towere 
(Jo h ennesburg has two towers, the Hillbrow Tower and the Brixton 
Tower). Thare Is some dtffieulty about tdentttýlng whlch Towar H was 
they ware tootdng at, but they eventualty establish that H was the 
I— b rew Towar. 

The Commander then tetts them how Ngh up they are and Pal asks 
her to write it down on a piece of paper. She does tNs and Pat 
converts H into metres for Debra. She remembers at one point that 
Debra roils the píece of paper around the pendl they had been using. 


in our present case, Debra gasped with pain when the neectte was 
inserted and another woman standlng behlrvd her immediotely ptaced 
a hand on her fbrehead. She then feit rvo stress and no discomfort. 
Both the women intervlewed stated that they did not know of the Betfy 
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They do not recall the landing nor, in any detail, being transferred from 
the crafi to the car. They do recall being in the car and as Pat gete 
out to go Into her home, &he finds herseff hddirtg a piece of yellow 
paper. She cannot, at that time, recall what it is about but sees there 
Is a number on ft, and when she asks Debra what il couid be, Debra 
suggests it mighi be a telephone number. Pat goes into her house 
and puts the piece of paper in the telephone drawer. 

A while later, when rnovlng house (her husband is a bulkling contraetor 
who often buys housee, renovales them and then seils), Pat 
dlscovered the plece of paper. At that tlme, she stiil cfid not reaitee 
what it was, but says she packed it with her other goods to take to the 
hew house. 

I dld Impress on her the Importance of this piece of paper and she 
immediately went to look for it, but even after the thírd intenàew she 
had stilt not been abie to find it. 

Gradually, over a period, íhe women started to have recall and ©ven 
today, somethìng wiil trigger off an incídent that they had forgotten. 
Pat remembers more readily than Debra; she is stronger and more 
aggreseive and was determined not to stand any nonsense from the 
alíens although In the end, before they left, shs feit an overwhelmlng 
warmth and love towards them and ssùd she wouid have gone along 
if they had wanted her to. Debra Is quìeter and more ìaíd-back than 
her mother. but neverihelew a very positìve person, intelligent and 
anaiytìcal of everything that is said. She often conected what Pat had 
sald, or added to it, thus produdng a differing viewpesnt so that I felt 
there was no question of a foiie a deux. 

Overall, there were several cfisquietening things which emerged and 
none which I wouid like to Judge lightty. I have besn In touch wlth Dr 
Willie Smifh and he feeis that the recail is too detailed, too compiicated 
for the short time the women could have been there. But I have 
estabtished ihat they were gone for approximately two hours and they 
are both observant and careful in their assessment of the situation. 


I believe their story, although perhaps imagination mìght be playing its 
part in some of the jnddents. Often one remembers something 
import&nt but the details are ctouded by the fmportance of the event, 
and perhaps inaccuracies do occur. 

But there is no doubt in my mind that these women had an abduction 
experience; the onty difficutt part to assess was how far tt went. Did 
the beings stop at the 'btood test' or did they go further? 

We know from what they toid us, that Meleelah exptained to them that 
they will never have totai recail. They accept this quite readity, but 
being unused to anythlng Ifke this, hcw can they realise what has been 
covered up. And what could reedly hava happened

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WATER: ITS SIGNIFICAHCE TO UFOs. 

THE FLICKERSNG BLUE FLAME AND MI8SING WATER. - Casa N° 73 
Cape, South Aftlca. 

Mrs P.L. Stvas wilh her husband in Kommoijíe, on tho Capo coast of 
the AtSantic saaboard. Kommetjia is a small village, rnostiy with holiday 
homes lhat are used for 2-3 months of the year. But there are more 
and more permanenl residents, though it is not highly populated and 
there a lot of open spaces. 

One nlght in late November ef 1931, Mrs P.L could not sleep because 
of the irritating sound of the pool fiiter outside her bedroom. At about 
2 a.m. she dedded to get up and switeh it off. 

Her house is a pleasant structure, vrfíh an entrance hali leading Into 
the lounge, and from there, giass doors open onto a pool area which 
has been enctosed on three stdes, wtth a covering rocrf. 

As Mrs P.L. came out of the lounge into tha ciossd pool area, she saw 
a flickering flame, about 30cm (12 inches) high and of an intense btue 
ooíour. She thought it was an electrical fauit but as she went doser 
she could see the flame was not coming from the fiiter itself; it was 
aeparate and buming in the sand whích surrounded the base of the 
fitter, a good few inches away from the actual macWne. 

After about 15 seconds, the flame just vanished. 

When she iooked up, prior to retumíng to bed, she saw a similar flame 
in her netghbour’s window. There are no other housee around there, 
just thts one other house to the ieft <A hers and dagonal to it. 

At flrst she thought H was a refledion and tooked arourtd to see what 
it could be reflecting. But there was no traffic about, or anything that 
might cause the flame. When she looked agaìn, she could see the 
flame getting smailer and smaller. Then she took fright because ít was 
all 8o strange, and ran back to bed and pulled the blankets over her 
head. 


Next moming, her husband got up eariy and when he walked outside 
to have his breakfast on the patio, he coutd see that the water in the 
swimmlng pod was weíi below the normal waier tovel. Ke knew he 
had filled it up the night before; there was no chance of a leak and he, 
as a bulider, had checked it thoroughly. He esttmated that abouf 2000 
iitree had been lost out of the pool's capadty of 20 000 litres. 

The weather was stíll and calm; thers were no douds, so it was not a 
lightning strike. There was no fauit wtth the fiiter either; H was workjng 
perfectty, rf a little noisily There was one single outiet for the pool, but 
no water had spiíled. 

As an experienced builder, Mr L. .would have known if there was 
enything untoward abouí the pool, but he was quite adamant that, 
apart flrom the missing water, the pooi was In perfect condltlon. 

COMMENT: 

In UFO AFRINEWS N° 4 (pp 17-19), we discussed the UFO interest 
In water, and what possíbie significance thìs could have. 

The above case seems to be a typical exampie of \vater loss' to some 
unknown object. tn this instance no UFO was seen and the dandng 
biue flame can by no means be interpreted as a UFO, although several 
of the eases quoted In AFRINEWS N° 4 had no visibie UFO, so It does 
not seem to be a pre-requisite of the phenomenon. The basic 
research here is on the LOSS OF WATER, with some untoward event 
connected either directty or indirectly, wtth tt.

For those of you who have been UFO followers for a some yeare, you 
will be sad to hear of the passing of Aimé Michel, the well known 
Frertch researcher, who died on December Z2 á , 1992. Two of Michei's 
books wsre tramstated into English, viz. The Truth About Ftying 
Sauoers and FJying Saucers and the Stralght-Une Mystery. 
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PING-PONG LIGHTS OVER BROMLEY. _ Case N° 71 
Bromley, 23mbabw» 

Famwr M. Patferson (no! hls real name) of Bromley, a ruraJ area nol 
far from tho oapital of Zìmbabwa, had an interesting story to tell about 
a rnoon that wasnl real, and some leaping plng-pong balls of llght. In 
his own worda, fhis is hís ©xperience; 

'On the night of August 1", 1992, I had gone to bod shortly after 
midnighl but was unable to sleep because my dog was baridng 
furiously outside and wouíd not stop. Annoyed, I goí up and went to 
the kitchen window to see what the noise was all abouí. The time by 
my bedside radio dock was 12:15, 

I iooked through the window, facing south, but could see nothing to 
aeeount ter the dog's wcoltement, excepi that he was iooklng up at the 
moon. Apart from the baridng, ít was very quiei and peaceful all 
around. 

Seeing nothing except the very bright yeilow moon above the bluegum 
and msasa trees, I went to the window of my workshop which faces 
east. From there I saw the dog sllll barklng aggresslvefy at the moon, 
artd shouted to him to keep quiet. He siopped and went into his 
kennel. 

But now it struck me that I could not be seeing the moon on the east 
slde, so I went back to the kltchen window and looked out. Suddenly, 

I saw a small light, like a ping-pong ball, boundng in the air, leaving a 
'string' of llght behlnd it as it danced; it was at about the heíght of the 
'moon' and to my surprise, the ball merged and became one with it. 
Thls ball wás comlng from the north-west and as I looked at it, another 
one bounced acrose my fieid of vísion from Ihe north-east. Again, tNs 
bright yeltowish ping-pong bail leaped and bounced along, leaving a 
fraii of light as it moved. Again, it merged with the large ball I had 
thought was the moon. 



I went back to the work&hop window, then refumed to the kitchen; from 
both windows I could see more of these balls coming from NE and 
NW, bouncing along leavlng their strings of llght behind them and 
disappearing ínto the larger sphere of light. There was no smoll when 
I opened the windows, except the usual scents of the farro. 

At one o’dock exadly, l.e. about half an hour after I first saw the 
phenomenon, the large ball of light began to move southwards, above 
the bluegum plantalion, and soon it was hidden from view by the trees. 
>\ was very cdd and I dkin't feet like going outdde.so I went back to 
bed and slept tlke a baby fòr the rest of the nlght.’ 

The next moming, Pattereon went to kx* at Ns maize plants, to see 
if there was anyfhing amiss, as he thought 9» olJject and the lighte 
might have affected the com; but all was as It should be. 

He is still puzzled, after afi tNs tlme, about what the large and smafi 
balls cf light could have been. 

COMMENT3; 

The full moon was on the night of August 12f13 h . Only a drver cf 
moon would have been visíbie on Ihe I - August. 

There is a Brasilian Alr Foroe Report on ’ping-pong balP Bghts that has 
simHarities with Pattereon's síghting: 

'On the 19" May, 1986, Brig. General Odavto Morelra Uma reported 
that 0 fìghter jets cf fhe Air Defence and Air Traffic Confroi Centre 
(CINDACTA) for Brazil, were scranrtoied after numerous radar Nips 
were detected on the radar screene cf Air Force Bases. 

When Coi. Osirus Sihra, cf Retrobras, was landing in his plane piiofed 
by Aldr Pereira around 9 p.m. on 19" May, they weretoid that three 
uredentifieds had been spotted on their route. They weredescribedas 
'strong red llghts... wNch ch&nged thelr positlons rapidly.’ 
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The jets were ìmmedietety ecramWed (10 p.m,) and visual contact was 
established. The pilots chased the lights and were, in tum, chased by 
them. One pllot, Capt. Freitas, had as many as 13 luminous *plng- 
pong' type balls surrounding his Mirage 111. They were distributed in 
groups of 6 and 7 objects on each side oí his plane. They followed 
Freitas at a distance of two mites. 

A special Air Force Technical Commission was set up to evaluate all 
the Infòrmation. No tìme llrrat was set and no report - as far as we 
know - has ever been released/

Because UFO AFRINEWS is totally African in concept, I dont normaliy 
report on what is happening on other Contlnents. Naturally, there are 
tìmes when references to cases from different parts of the worid are 
essentìai to the point I am trying to make, so I bring in brief details of 
a case allied to it. 

On occasions, there are reports from witnesses who used to live in 
Africa, or had their experiences in Africa, but now live abroad; and 
once or twice, wiUiesses now in Africa whose initìai experienoe was 
outside this Contlnent, and then I will report their cases too. 

But, because so much of importance has been happening abroad - 
mostty in the USA I feei It Is tìme that African readers know about 
some of the startling stories which have recenlly come to light. 


In the MUFON JOURNAL (Sept. 1992, N° 293). Budd Hopkins tells the 
fasdnating story of Linda C., a New York housewife who wrote to him 
about her abduction experience. It was one of severai hundred such 
letters he regularty recerves and it was only when an anonymous tape 
cassette from two security ‘poiicemen’ also came íhrough the mail, that 
he sat up and took notice. Because, according to these two men, Dan 
and Richard, they had witnessed Linda’s abductioril 

Aliegedly they were on duty in the eariy hours of the moming in Lower 
Manhattan (Nov. 1969), when they stopped their car for a ’brealher'. 
They were aware of a bright llght abov® them and when they looked 
up through the froní windscreen of the car, they saw a woman, wearing 
a long white nightdress, float through the window of a 12* storey 
apartment. In front and behind her were two small people - iike 
children - and one who stood beneath her. 

She came out Ihrough the window in a foetal position and then 
straightened up and ascended into a craft with the three beíngs. The 
craft Ihen took off and acoording to the security men, went stralght into 
the Hudson Rrver. They were shaken and stunned and their only 
reactlon was to take off, at speed, and conflnue wiíh their duties; a 
reaction which was to cost them great emotional stress over the next 
few months and culminated tn fhelr anonymous tape to Budd Hopklns 
and the mental break-down of one of them. 

Subsequently, they contacted Unda and in fact, harassed her on 
several occasions, ostensibly under the guise of helping her sort out 
her experience. Instead, they became a threat to her and in one 
instance on Long Island, Dan made sexuai suggestions to her and 
then tried to drown her after severai bizarre acts, when suddenly an 
’unknown' force knocked him over and aliowed Linda to escape. 

The whoie sfory reads like some SF honror tale and in fact, it has been 
allied to the plot of a weil-known American novel. On the other hand, 
as we alwaýs need to ask: rf this is a hoax, to what purpose? 
Giamour, fame, money? Well, Dan and Richard are stlll anonymous 
and Lìnda has gained nolhing and feels her Irfe ìs in danger. Budd 
Hopkins, it Is true, is wríting a book about it all, but íhen hs ls entitled 
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to - he is a UFO-abductee investigator and an author. 

At the moment, as is their wont, the UFO fratemity are havfrtg a fleld 
day, either slating the whote story or agreeing that this is really BIG 
NEWS. But other witnesses have come forward: apparently, at the 
time of the abduction, there were several cara crossing the nearest 
brídge and they had a reasonabiy dear view of what was happening. 

Maybe they woukt not have noticed but, as this huge, recMit UFO 
hovered there, the motwists experienced elecfromagnetic effects on 
their cars: ertgines stopped and headllghts faded or went out 
compieteíy. A woman driver who has come forward daims that the 
passengers in other cars dose to her were weil aware of what was 
happening. 

The crux of the matter is even more txzarre than all I have already toid 
you! 

The two securíty 'pollcemen' have now made artother confession. 
Inside the car with them was a VERY IMF*ORTANT PERSON. So 
important that if he did indeed witness the abductíon, then the 
govemments of the woríd must be aware of ìt! 

The big UFO 'unions' are not talking -- they daim there is foo much of 
woríd poiitics invoived and they're probabty righf. I am beginnlng to 
think that the whole UFO ’ihing' is so big <and perhaps honific) thal the 
less the general public know, the betler. Or am I being a bit 
pessimlstíc in my ihlnking, and are we becoming too afraid of the 
shadows that haunt afl our lives; those matters which do not appear 
too dearíy and which, in all honesty, WE DONT WANT TO FACÈ! 


MOUNTAIN SPARKLER’ EFFECT IN 30UTH AFRICA - Case N° 70 
Cape, South Afrìca 

Transcript of interview by Pam Puxley. 

in 1978, Charies and Moira G., together wtth Don artd Margie Mc . 
were staying at Don's holíday home in Pearty Bay, about 50-60 km 
down the Cape coast, past Hermanus. It was eariy evenkvg, the 
atmosphere was dear ás there was no smog from fadories nearby. 
Charies was the flrst to notlce a very brigM Hght In the sky and calied 
to Don and their two wives fo join him on the fiist floor balcony. 
Looking over the mountains, high up above them, there were wtial 
appeared to be a series of líghts wNch could have been one light, 
rather smali but vsry bright. TNs light moved 1o the left and right, up 
and down, at a moet incredible speed. Everyone commented how fast 
K shcrt from one side to another. There was no airport in the area, the 
nearest one being in Cape Town and in any case, no plane or 
helicopter woufd behave In such an erratlc manner. 

It was dusk at the time, not yet dark, so the llght was dear but wfth no 
íntense colour, it was slighUy hazy, The iíght had no real form. It 
started to move away, at an angle, not gdng very fast. Then, a)l of a 
sudden, ìt picked up tremendous speed and just dlsappearad. 

The most ínteresting effect was the aftermath: they all stood there, 
dumbfounded at the swift disappearance of the light, when the whde 
mountain started to crackíe as though H was llt by 'sparkfers’. There 
was no sound, but thin threads of light were ooming out of the 
mountaln where the object had been, almost as though It had left static 
dectrìdty behind it. 

It had the most profound effect on them all. 

Charies adds, in Ns own words: 'Long after that, somelime in 1987 and 
at about one o'dock In the moming, I was walking along the road 
looking Jowards the mountain. I saw a 'bunch' of orange lights which 
looked like big bríght biobs of glowing Jelly and which seemed to be 
tnavelling along In the distance. They were where the main road would

be, at something like 30 degrees atíitude. There's nothing there that 
wn reflect tight that travels, euch os tramlinw (there are no trams in 
the area), and the raílway lines ane much lower down. There are 
certainly no orange lights thera. 

'I watched them íor some minutes; there were six of them going along 
In a higgledy-piggledy formation, keeping thelr dlstance. They were 
not following a uniform pattem either. They traveiled from my. teft to 
my right, south to north, for about five minutes, then disappeared out 
of view. They wwe not going espedally fast eithen ín fact, oniy at 
about 25 mph. 

Now, l'm an engineer and worked with eieatridfy all my IHé. I know 
about socfium lights wNch glve ofí an orange glow, but they donl float 
around In the a!r and move abotil: theyTe flxed. Thls partkxdar slghtlng 
was reported to the newspaper and people I knew tetephoned and 
Joked about my losing my eyesight! 1 


THE WALL OF FLAME. - Case N° 63. 

Namlbia 

Interview by Pam PuxJcy with 'Hein' oí Kuils River, Cape 
Taped on T* Feb. 1993. 

'lt happened in South West Afrfca (now Namibia), In 1970*, Heln 
reported. 

T was 11 years old at the time end went to schoot in a little town called 
Swakopmund. My father was a geoioglst and spent most of hls tlme 
out at a new uranium mine called Rossin. From time to time he and 
oihers moved on to other regtens where they stayed In base camps 
and we childre ì were obljged to stay in these camps with our Moms 
and Dads. 

'At the time of 'he inddent, we were In a camp right In the mlddfe of 
the Namib det .1. Thls region had líttte hilly outcrops - lots of stones 


and rvo vegetation, or hardly any. 

'Over one weekend, all the Inhabltants of the various base camps got 
togefher one night for a braar (barbecue) at our base camp, Everyone 
was there, the parents and even those children who ware normatly at 
boardlngschoot. Therewereatleast25-30peoplethere. Itwaspitch 
dark and there was tNs total sllence df the deserl. 

’lt was a beautiful nlght, ctear as it usually Is out there, and everyone 
©njoyed the meal. I don't recall the actual time. but it must have been 
between nine and tsn o’dock; It was certainly after we had eaten. 

'On either side of the base camp there was a mountaln, narrowing 
down towards the Swakop river bed. These mounteùns didhl meet at 
the end; Instead, thsre was a gap of about the length of two rugby 
fieldt between them, fòrming an open V. 

The next moment, it vras as if someone had switched on lìghts: ihere 
was thís mass of flames, as hlgh as the mountalns - about the helght 
of an 8>storey buildíng. The flames were higher at the back, but I 
estlmate thelr helght tn front lo be about 60 feet (25 metres). And from 
side to sfde, it was like a dosed stage curtain, but instead of there 
belng fabric, It was all flame; just llke you see In a fireptaoe, fllekering, 
and the rvormat colour cf flre. 

There vras also an absotutefy intense heet which we could all feel. 
The cNfdren started screaming, incfuding me - and at that age I had 
agreatvDtee! Alotofthewomenscreamedtoo,andIcanevenrecalt 
one of the adult males who became a bit hysterical. 

There was a lot of pariic and a tet of commotion. Although soyoung, 
I remember It quite deariy. The phenomenon tasted from three to flve 
minutes as far as I can recall. It is diffteult for me at tNs stage to 
estimate its duratlon; suffice to say It seemed llke a long period of tlme. 

'And then it stopped, as suddenty as It had started, as though a light 
had been switched off again. 
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T/Vhile the flames were still going and the commotion was on, the men 
were trying to decide on a ptan of action. But as soon aa the flamee 
wantout, they agreed tocotiect aJI their own flrearms (each one havtng 
a separate bungalow in tho camp) and go in their Land Rovers ond 
bakkies (píck-up) to fetch the weapons, then meet again at my Dacfs 
duster of bungalows; then, stowty and cautiousty, to approach the area 
where the flames had been. 

‘I dearty recail my mother shakìng uncontrollabty, trying to make tea 
and another woman eaying, "Forget the bioody tea, give me a brandyT 

'Meanwhile the men came back to the area with their flasMights and 
flrearms; but that night they couldn’t flnd a trace of anythlng; no tracks 
in the sand from other vehides which might have been used by peopie 
who caused the flre. They retumed home but the women were so 
arudous, they made the men go back again. But once more, though 
they searched thoroughty, they retumed with the same story. 

The foikwing day at daybreak, everyone went lowhere the flames had 
been, induding the children, afthough we were all still very scared. But 
there was nothing to be seen to exptain the events of the previous 
night: not even bumt grass pods, or discofouration of the sand. 
Someone even suggested that It mlght have been a practìced joke 
where some prankster had poured fud down the mountainsideand set 
it aiight, and we actually trted to expertment wlth that, getting a blt of 
fuei on the ground and Hghting it, and there was immediate 
dscoiouration, whereas there was nothing from the night before. AJso, 
we couid find no containers lying around and no tracks of people. 

’lmmedlateiy after the inddent, I did dlscover tiny footprints in the sand; 
iittle footprints like a doU's. These were not at the site but near a small 
tooi shed outdde our own duster of bungalows. The tlny foofprints 
were as dear as those of a baby, but even smaller, like those of a 
large Barbie doil; they were some two Inehes iong (5 cm) and led to 
the tooi shed but did not come out again. They were reaily perfect 
Httle prints, perfectly shaped, with the indentatlon of the heel being 
more firmly impressed in the soii, just like a human wouid walk. When 
I saw them in the sand, I was filled with a great curlosity. My sister 
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had Teddy Bears with flat brown paws, but I tried those and they did 
notfit, It looked as if someone had gone ’kaplonk, kapionk’ with a doil. 
My mother came wlth me and we lcoked in the shed, In case there 
was a doll there, but cf course there wasn’t! 

’Our cats were also exteremety nervous after the event, though 
normalty they were very dociie. They would come and jump in our 
laps, purring artd very friendly. But all that stopped, and they became 
nervous and for quite some time wouldn't go away from the rondavels 
(round huts). In fact, while they were eating or drinking. they were like 
scared buck at a water hde, not trusting the area they were In. They 
would look sideways and act nervously, very unsettled. This iasted 
for between one and two weeks and then siowty they came back to 
normal. But t must say this upset me as my favourite, a massive 
black cat calied Spykerkie, who normally foilowed me llke a dog, 
wouldn't budge at all. He was my friend in the desert, so I was most 
upset.' 

COMMENTS: 

To be honest, I don't thlnk this case has any connection with UFOs at 
all, even remotety so, but it was interesting enough, particulariy 
because of the smaìl, unidontifiable footprints. It was for this reason 
that a decision was made to print ìt. However, William Corliss in his 
Source Book 'LIGHTNiNG, AURORAS, NOCTURNAL LIGHTS AND 
RELATED LUMINOUS PHENOMENA' says (page 23). 

Circa: 1930 Colorado, USA. 'Shoríly after mldnight, away to the south, 
there aroee from the crest of a long high mountain, the trend of which 
was east and west, a curtain of fire severai miles iong and from the 
ground straight upwards to a very great height. It seemed to be made 
up of threads of fire rising rapidíy upward, and at the extreme top of 
this curtain of fire aH of these threads tumsd abruptly at right angles 
and flowed rapicfly westward. 

Immedlate!y, the condusion was that thls curtain had reached the top 
of the air and that the rapid movement westward was a vísual 
demonstration that the earth had a tai! tlke a comet, and further, that

the outer so-called void was not a void at aJI but contained sufftcient 
of a gaseous filling to cause this drag on our outer air as a result of the 
great speed of the earlh on its way around the sun This phenomenon 
might have been a mouníain-iop glow or a fow-level aurora' 

One can speculates that this might have been an eruption of methane 
gas which ignsted on eontact with the asr, but why it shoutd ocour as it 
djd, remains the mystery.

Infervìew with ’Hein', Mrs van H.'s son, by Pam Puxley on Ist 
February, 1993. 

Mrs van H. was a young girt at the tlme of har experience. Full name 
heid by Editors. 

Mrs van H. was about 10 or 17 at the time of the incident, and living 
on a large farm near Bethal In the Transvaal, South Afrtca. She used 
to love horse riding and often rode to an area which was heavily treed. 

Thls inddent occumed sometlme in 1948/49. She was alone on 
horseback when suddenly the horse stopped dead in its tracks and 
wouid not obey any of her commands. She looked around fòr a snake 
orto see whatever it was that caused the anímal's fright, but there was 
nothing there.

THE VfORM' IN THE SKY. - CaseN*69 
Witwalersrand, South Africa 

A second UFO sighting by Jack Jones of CapeTown. 

Intervlewed by Pam Puxley. (Fìrst sighting reported in AFRINEWS N 

7, Case 49) 

Jack Jones had a further sighting ìn earty March, 1963, about a year 
or 18 months after hts first experienoe (a ball of flame over hls car 
during a long trip). The second object he saw was aleo very unusuai 
and seen in broad dayltght. There were many witnesses. 

jack takes up the story. 'For my birthday on March 3rd that yeer, nw 
wife bought me a pair of binocUlars. The ne)d Sahjrdsv at iunoh . 

I wentouttothegardenwiihtheglasses, waitingforthe?™alc4^ 
first Boeing bought by South African Airways. The papers that day had 
artides about the plane's spedai slow flight from Bloemfontein to the 
Rand Aìrport, glving the loeals a chance to get a good vsew oí«. 

'I was very interested In thls piane because aeroplanes are my forte 
and the area where we lived was right in the path of the fught. 

That day I had lunch and was using my binocuiars in the sarden to 
spot the plane when I heard a furmy Wnd of noíse. Now I can teti what 
sort of aircraft are rtying but that noise was not ' 

knew. This must be the Boeing’, I thought. So I used the binoculars 

to get a close view. 
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The new ptane wes coming acroes at a low altitude and rather elowty. 
But as I watched it, t spotted something else behínd the Boeing, qtrite 
far out above the Sasoiburg area." 

Jack described It as a 'worm in the sky* but wìth btnoculars he saw it 
was shaped like a cigar and absotutety masstve ìn size compared with 
the Boelng. Through the glasses he coutd see the cotour, a sort of 
yeltow-brown which reminded him of the oofour of tobacco. Something 
else that was mystifying was a large hote at the rear crf the object. 
Comingfromthishotewasthickblacksmoke. Thecofouroftheobject 
at the point of the hote was not as bright: it was dtscofoured. 

The sun was out at the time and cast a shadow where the hote was, 
but there wae no mistaking the thick, btack smoke cotumn. Jack also 
noted that the trajectory of the obfect was from west to east. 

He was so exdted that he ran indoors to tetl h)s wrfe what he had 
seen. She had a visitor and neither of them betieved him; they cfidnl 
even go out to look. He then went across to hts garage business 
where he saw that the workers were at! looking up at the sky. Tbey 
grebbed his giasses to get a better vtew and soon a crowd of people 
collected, ail watchlng the strange object. There was a large number 
of wltnesses to the dgar-shaped craft and everyone was very exdted. 

After some ttme, the object stowty tumed and moved upwands, leavtng 
a trail of thick black smoke that hung in the air for ages. 

One unusuat detail Jack noticed about the object : both ends of the 
dgar shape dípped down slightty. He coukl never find an exptanation 
to fit tMs. He had been involved with all sorts of aircraft durtng Ns 
service wlth the South African Air Force but this object was like nothing 
he had ever seen or heard of before. 

He thought at the time, 'tt surety dìdnl come from thls Earth/

The foitowìng report was sent 1o us by the Matabeleland UFO 
Researeh Group (MUFORG), who had Intervtewed alt four wifnesses. 

A1 approxìmately 20:00 hours on April 27,1992, several witnesses saw 
a brtght light pass above Esigodini, near Butawayo, ln the south of 
Zimbabwe. 

The objeci was apparently elllptlcal In shape wtth a dark body. The 
front end emitied a reddìsh ligíit, whìle a yellow light appeared at the 
rearend. ■ 

It was a dear, warm nlght and yet there was no sound. The object 
appeared to be solld wìth unusual brightness and it moved at a very 
fast pace across the sky.goíng from east to west. It seemed to be 
travelllng at a 45 degree angle and dlsappeared behind some trees, 
although ìhe last wrinees said that ri went out like an etectric light, 

Miss Sipho Moyo (22) said she was cooking the evening meal when 
she noticed that the whote area aroiDxJ her house was lit up.

Obwrvatìon by Maria Sullhran, Harare, Zlmbabwe 


Over fhe Easter hoiídoys, 1993, I went to my daughter’s home in the 
Oid Mutare area, botween Mutare esnd the Nyanga Mountains. On 
Surtday, Aprtt 11» in perfect weather, I &aw a loog btue tlght wfth a 
ftaming 'tait' eftect, streak aoross th© sky very rapidiy. The time was 
shortiy after sunset and the object was very bríght 

As it moved from SE to NW, H seemed to grow longer and brtghter as 
it came towards me, then shortened and dimmed as rt ftew further 
aw^r. It reminded me Immediateiy of the blue light wlth a fiaming tail 
seen by various peopie near Harare and the Mazvikadei Dam, on 14* 
June, 1991 (reported in UFO AFRINEWS N ù 5). 

The inddent took only 2-3 seconds; the light dlminished so tast, It 
eeemed to vanish into thin air. There was no sound and no unusùal 
smell. The (jght reminded me of a small comet. 

COMMENTS: 

It is always difficult to comment on these passing lights. An Auroral 
meíeor, whìch ìt coutd well have been, generally has a brief life In the 
sky - a matter of seconds, as the Esigodini object díd; or it could drift 
slowly, lifco a doud (but no one reported this!). The cofour is usually 
greenlsh-white. rarety reddish Yet all witnesses reported the colour a$ 
yellow/orange/red. 

There is also no dear shape Invdved in Schmidfs slghting and he 
Gould not describe the objeot. Atl the others were qute definite about 
the elliptical shape 

Low levei meteor-llke objects, travelling below doud level, often trail 
smoke/fire or fiery sparics and are noisy. Usually ctouds appear shortly 
before the object ís seen, and often it Is visible for a looger period of 
time than just a few seconds. On occasions they have been known to 
gatn aJtltude after appearing to descend. 


One other interesting factor that comes to mind here, is that although 
Esigodini was onty 30 km away from where Schmidt made his 
observation, there was a discrepancy of 30 minutes between the 
sightings. This puts me in mind of a case in Pinetown, near Durban, 
South Africa. There were four wiinesses to the event, Iwo in almost 
adjoining streets, and the other two about 2-3 km away, and yet they 
all noted the time. The first two reported the sightìrtg at 06:00 and the 
second two gave the time as 03:20. Twenty minutes cfifference and 
only so short a distance apart? There's obvtously something that 
whets the appetite here!

Karan Hardman's Story. (Now reddent in Zlmbabwe.) 

T would like to relate an experience my brother and I had when I was 
8 years okl and my brother Raul was 7. It happened in Gisbome, New 
Zealand, just before we came out to Zimbabwe. I’m afraid I can't 
remember the time of night, but it was dartt, so it coukt have been 
quite late or in the earty hours of the moming. The dafe was 31®* 
August, 1969. 
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I found myself standing by my bedroom window, looking up to Ihe sky 
al Ihis sauoer shape hovering in the distance. I can remember feeling 
frìghtened and in my mind i kept thinking that H was coming doser and 
was going to crash through the window. My brother was sound asteep 
in the bed nexl to mine and, feeting frightened, I woke Nm up. We 
both stood by the window and watched the object hovering.

ln the dístance, to the right of the object, i aiso remember a very bright 
star-like light, bigger than a star, above our neighbouris house. I canl 
recail my brother and i going back to bed, we just stood fasdnated, 
watching the sauoer-shape tn the sky. 


in the moming, my brother and I kept on at my Mum and Dad that we 
had seen a ‘ftylng saucer'. My father laughed and joked about it, 
saying sure, he had heard of one flying over, on the radio. But we 
kept on at him about H. My Mum was cross, wanting to know why we 
had not woken her up, but being young as we were, we didnl want to 
disturb our parents. Also, we had a guest staying over that partiaJar 
nigtit. 

Later on that moming, my father got my brother and me to go bito 
separateroomsanddrawapictureofwfatwehadseen. Ourpictures 
were nearly identical except that in mine, I had drawn the star-like 
object above our nefghbouris house, to the right of the 'saucer*. 

My father then dedded to phone the Meteoratogicd Deparlment, who 
sakl they had had no reporis of anytNng strange in the sky, so he 
phoned up THE HERALD to see if they had had any reports of any 
sightfngs, but they hadnl and cuggested we see an Australim repcrter 
they had wortdng with them who was very interested in UFOs. The 
reporier came out to our house and my father ehowed Nm the 
drawings. 

What eonvinced Nm that we had possibty seen something was my 
drawing. He believed that with UFOs that come out, there is a 'Mother 
Space SNp' not far off, wNch coutd expiain the bright star-like light I 
had seen and put in my dravwng. This Austratian reporter had had 
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sighlings in Australia, or so he toid my mother. 

Unfortunalety ihe years have somewhat dimmed the exact memory of 
our sighting (I am ncw 32 yeare oicf)- I wish I could remember more 
details of the UFO. 

I feel that I saw iights on thecraft... it must have been fairiy close as 
1 always recail that I felt it was coming doser and would come crasNng 
through the window. I was only 6 years old and it has left a very 
strange impresaon on my mind all these years. 

My brother and i sra not ones to make up elaborate stories; we didn't 
have that sort of ímaginatìon. 

A small artìde was printed in the New Zealand HERALD the next day, 
about our sighting. Not iong after this, my family emigrated to Africa. 

Unfortunotely I don't have the newspaper clipping; my father kept it. 
My brother is with my father and they do not live in Zimbabwe. 

I have asked my mother, vwíh wtvom l live, what the name of the 
reporter was, but she can't rscall it. THE HERALD of Gisbome, New 
Zealand, shouid have a record of our sighting.'

That day we had a visitor from Napier so the children had to move to 
the back bedroom that faced onto the next door neighbours. They 
woke up very exdted, trying to explain what they had seen. 
Unfortunateiy they didn't wake us up because their father was very 
short tempered and it was more than they dare do. 

i am convineed that Karen and Paui saw something very unusual and 
although I can't speak for my son whom I haven't seen since he was 
14, Karen has never forgotten that nìght. 

She at iast agreed io write to you even though it aii sounds a IHtle far 
fetched. Her honesty Is unquestionable.’

IN CONaUSlON 

How sad that in southem Africa one cannot report a UFO experience 
without resuitant ricficule, belittíement and an often 'tongue in cheek' 
attitude from the Press! 

Not every UFO reported is a craft filted with little green men from Outer 
Space. nor is it unictenfifiabtel But should one approach a reporter 
from the largest newspaper group ìn this part ol Aftica, 99% will 
besmirch the story with what, to them, is a great deal of amusement 
at the witness daring to believe there is anything beyond our planet 
and our knowiedge of homo sapiens. 

Of course, there are those who spoil the image of what UFO research 
is all about. A light hovering high up in the sky, flasNng coiours and 
moving about, ís often misidentjfied by enthusiastic wafchers as some 
craft beaming down a message at the witness. In reality. and if so 
many of us were more versed in astronomy, we would realize it was 
Capella or Rigel and the movement accountable to auto-kinesis; a sort 
of hypnotic dance occuning to the human eye. But who is there to 
explain the sítuation? 
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Shouid one approach the Planetanum, one is told that the Director 
doee not believe in UFOs and therefore does not deal wìth them! 
Oespite the fact that the witness has been subfected to a most 
frightening experíence. 

The Alr Force of a country might send one a form to fill in, but 
occordlng to a report In the Parílament of one of the largest countríes 
in southem Africa, no one ever retums these forms. Can you biame 
them? 

a) Estimate the distanoe from the cfejed fo yourself. 

b) How long was the objed visualiy dlscemible? 

c) Did the object emit any noise? 

d) Descríbe and draw the apparent shapa., etc, etc, etc. 

The witness can barely read, let aione dedpher what is required of 
him/her. 

But because one is uneducafed and untrained in the sophisticated 
fechnologies of modem society, is one less likely to have a strange, 
frìghtening, inexpiicable experíence with 'something' — be it a meteor, 
bolide, bafi lightning or whatever? 

I have been interviewed by some of the top media people in southem 
Afrìca. Some are disparaging ríght from the stari and at leasf I know 
where I stand. What I find curíous is that they even deign to talk to 
me; perhaps because it is their job and they are forced to do so. So, 
bully fòr them! 

But the vast majority will do the intervtewing and then, after having 
finished off with, ‘and tell me, do you believe In 
fairies/ghosts/reincamation a$ wel!? they prooeed to teli me of an 
unusual experience that their mother/sister/brother/aunt had some 
years previously. I have noted how eamestly they await my ropty, as 
though I can reach Into rny subconsdous and puli out the rabbit of 
easy expianation. 

Some of the biame lies with the UFO investigators as weil. They may 
be far too guilible; whatever they are ioid, they swallow reacfily without 
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trying to firxi a rational expianatíon fòr the sìghting. They may aiso 
encourage the witness to enlarge on what ha/she saw: 

'I think there were port-hoJes ail around. I could see the llghts.' 

'Arý, says the investigator, perspiration gathering on his fevered brow 
did you see altens?' 


'Well, it wasn' t very cfear, but there were shadows....' 

'But it ooutì have been peopie - like the Grays, with slantíng eyes and 
no hair and a very thin mouth....' v 

1-1 didn't see that. Welt, ah, it was far away, maybe the shadòws could 
have been aliens... er.’ 

Yes, yes, good. I thought so. Very good, wo must have you under 
hypnosis at the eariiest opportuníty...' 

Fortunately, there are not many of thaf llk, and most ìmprove with agel 

tfs a hard task being a UFO investigator but fo me, the most rewarding 
part is the look on the faces of the interviewees when they realise i 
beíieve them. Not sll of them, but cerfainly a great number of them. 

There will come a time - hopefuiiy in the rtot too dfstant future - when 
some brave govemmenf is going to take a posiUve sfand on UFOs. 

They will admit that we ARE being visited, whether from Outer Space 
or anothw Time Continuum is not important. For whatever. they will 
admrt that you cannot fool all the people all the trme. 

And I onty hope that I will be allowed to interview just one sarcastic 
unbelieving, ridicuiing ìnterviewer of today.
